Information Disclosure Statement

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-24 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach radio communication with both SDM and STC channels wherein 
the transmission structure is informed by the reception side. The closest prior art is the 
cited "Spatial Division Multiplexing of Space-time Block Codes" to Rouquette-Leveil et 
al. which discloses a similar structure to applicant's figure, but does not disclose the 
transmission structure shaping by the receiving side. While that sort of technique is 
common in the art (see Niida et al. for instance), there is no reason to believe that one 
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of ordinary skill could have applied it to the system of Rouquette-Leveil et al. in a 
manner that would have yielded predictable results. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
